The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Reich et 
al. and JP 7-292053 are representative of the closest prior art found by the examiner. 
JP 7-292053 does not disclose attaching lanolin to the surface of the particles of 
polyurethane. Reich discloses the use of lanolin alcohol, which falls within the scope of 
the instantly claimed lanolin derivative, in the polyurethane but it would require much 
picking and choosing to use lanolin alcohol in the composition of the patentee and the 
patentee does not disclose attaching the lanolin to the surface of the polyurethane 

, particles so that it is not washed off, as is required by the instant claims.
